The  present  revision  of   the   original   Sura:rary  of  March  19,    1935, 
became  necessary   to  embody  the  provisions  of  new  legislation,    namely, 
the   Importation  of  Plants  Regulation  Ordinance,   No.    18  of  March  28, 
1936,    and  the   Importation  of  plants  Regulations,    No.    25  of  May  6,    193S, 
This  digest  has  been  reviev:ed  by  the  Director  of  Agriculture   of  the 
Gold  Coast   Colony.

BASIC  LEGISLATIOIT  ' 
Importation  of  Plant  Regulation  Ordinance,  No.  18  of  Me-rch  28,  1936. 


Section  1,   This  Ordinance  may  be  cited  as  the  Importation  of 
Plants  Rog-alation  Ordinance,  1S36,  and  shall  apply  to  the  Gold  Coast. 

Sec.  2.   Definitions. 

"Plant"  includes  everything  in  the  nr.ture  of  a  plr.nt,  and  the  fruit, 
leaves,  cuttings,  "bark,  or  any  part  thereof  whatsoever,  living 
or  dead,  severed  or  attached,  but  does  not  include  seed,  unless 
specifically  i::entioned,  nor  man,'factured  proo;. cts  of  plants,  nor 
anything  mentioned  in  this  definition  that  ha.s  been  cooked. 

"Pest"  means  any  insect  or  other  invertebrate  animal  that  may  be 
injurious  to  agricultural  or  horticultural  crops. 

"Plant  disease"  means  any  disease  caused  by  fungus,  bacterium,  virus, 
or  other  organism  that  may.  be  injurious  to  agricultural  or 
horticultural  crops. 

Sec.  4.   Empov/ers  the  Governor  in  Council  to  make  regulations  for: 

(a)   Prohibiting,  restricting,  or  regulating  the  importation  into  the 
Gold  Coast  of  plajits,  seeds,  soil,  manure,  containers,  straw,  and 
other  packing  material  or  any  other  similar  goods  or  things.

Article   1.      These   regulations  may  "be   cited  as   the   Importation  of 
Plants  Regulations,    1936. 


Plant  Interchange   Schedule 

Art.    2.      (1)      In  these   rogulotions    "The  Plant   Interchange   Schedule" 
means  a  list  of  V/est  African  coimtries   in  respc;ct   of  which  agreements  have 
"been  made  with  the   Government   of   the   Gold  Coast   concerning   the  meicing  and 
enforcement    in   such  countries  and  the   Gold  Coast   of  regulations  govorning 
the   interchange   of  plants  and  seeds  of  plants. 

Authorized  Ports  of  Entry 

Art.    3.      No  person  shall    import  or  cause   to  he    imported  into   the   Gold 
COcast  any  plant  or   seed  except  by  mail  or  through  the   follo\7ing  ports 
of  entry:      Accra,    Winneba,    Cape    Coast,    S^-ltpond,    Taicoradi. 


Importation  Prohibited 

Art.    4.      The   follov;ing  plants,   produce,    rnd   seeds   shall   not  be    imported 
into    the   Gold  Coast: 

(e)     All  plants   in  soil  or  in  sny  material   of  ',7hich   soil   forms  a,  part. 

(b)  All  plants  from  Central  America,    South  America,    and  Trinidad,    and 
other  cour.tries    in  which  v/itchos'-broom  disease   of   cocoa    (Marasmius 
PerniciosuE)    is  known  to   occur,   vmich  are    specified  by  the   Governor 

by  a  notice    ir   -ohe  Gazette,    except  plants   required  and  imported  by  the 
Department   of  Agriculture  for   scientific  purposes. 

(c)  All  coconuts   in  husk  from   Central   and  South  America,    Trinidad  and 
Tobago,    Grenada,    and   St.   Vincent    (West  Indies). 

(d)  All   coffee    in  cherry  unless  accompanied  by  a  certificate  of  freedom 
from  mealy-pod  disease   issued  by  the   Government  agriculturaJ  authority 
of  the   country  of  export. 

(e)  All   cottonseed  except   such  as  may  be   required  and  im.ported  by  the 
Department   of  Agriculture   for   scientific  purposes. 
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Plr.nts  end  Plent  Products   Subject   to  Exojnination, 

Art.    5.      (l)      Any  pl£?nt  or  seed,    except   seeds,   bulbs,    tubers,    or 
corms  of  vcgotc.bles  or  oriirmontal  plants  from  t£>mpers.te   countries,    or 
dry  hulled  rice,    coffee   or  pulses    (legumes)    for   consumption,    and  any 
accompanying  container  brought   to   the   Gold  Coast  by  steamer,    mail,    or 
any  other  channel  may,    before  being  delivered  to    the   consignee  or 
addressee,   be  ex.::'jnined  by  a  customs  officer   to  determine  whether  the 
plant   or   s^od  aopoa-rs  to  be  one  v/hose    imxoorta.tion  is  forbidden  or 
subject   to  precautions   in  accordance  vvith  these   regulations. 


Disposal   of   Infoctod  Plants 

Art.    5    (3)      Any  plant   or  seed  found  actually  infected  by  £\ny  pest 
or  plant  disca.se   sho.ll,    together  with  all   other  articles   in  the   same 
receptacle,   and  all  packing  material,   be  destroyed  oy  the    inspector 
without   delay,   but    if  the    inspector  considers  that   such  plants,    seeds,   etc, 
can  be    so   tree ted  as  entirely  to  eradicate   the  pest   or  plant   disease  he 
may  cause  such  treatment  to  be  applied  at   the   consignee's   e:'rpense. 


Provisions   G-overning  the   Importation  of  plants  and  Seeds* 

Art.    o.      Subject   to    tne   provisions  of   the   regulations,    the    importa- 
tion of  pl:mts   arid  seeds   of  plants   shall  be   governed  by   the   following 
provisions: 

(a)      Ir.portaticns  of  plants   and   seeds   of  Schedule   I,    group  A,    na,mely, 
cocoa,    cotton,    cass' va,    oil  palms   -^nd  all   species  of  Musa  and  of 
Citrus   shall  be  permitted  from   countries    included  in  the  Plar.t 
Interchange   Schedule   only  under  permit    signed  by  the  Director  of 
Agricultiure   first   obtained,    and  in  accordance  v/ith  any  special 
conditions  which  may  be   stated   in   such  periuit. 


Import  Permit  Required 

(b)      Importations  of  plants  and  seeds  of   Schedule   I,    group  A,    namely, 
cocoa,    cotton,    cassava,    oil  palms,    all   species   of  Musa  a,nd  Citru.s 
and  of   Schedule    I,    group  E,    namely,    coconut,    cola,    coffee    (except 
hulled  and  dried  bdrrios  for  consiir^ption)  ,    ground  nuts    (peanuts)  , 
ycJiis,    rice    (except  hulled  rice   for  consumption),   pulses    (except  dry 
shelled  seeds   for  consumption)',    guinea  corn    (broomcorn)  ,    millets, 
maize,    and  rubber,    from  countries  other  than  those  of  the  Plant 
Interciiange   Schedule,    shall  be  permitted  only  under  permit   signed  by  the 
Director  of  Agriculture  first   obtained  and  in  accordance  with  any 
special  conditions   stated  in  thy  permit. 
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Siich  perirdt   shell  be  grpnted  for  plp.nts   of  cocoa,    cotton, 
cassava,    oil  palms  and  all   species   of  Musa  and  Citrus  only  when 
needed  for   sjoecial   scientific  purposes  and  when  the  Director  of 
AgricuD.ture    is   sa,tisfied   that  the  plants  will  be  grown  under  the 
observation  of  a  person  with   special  knowledge   of  the  pests  and 
dis>:;as^s   of  plants  snd  under  such  conditions  as   should  preclude 
any  possibility  of  the   introduction  of  any  dangerous  pest  or 
plant  disease . 

(c)      Importations  of  plants  and  seeds   of  plants  of  group  B, 
Schedule  I    shall  be  permitted  from   countries    included   in  the 
P lant   Into r Ciiange   S che dule  . 

Art.    7.      Applications  for  permits   shall  be  made   in  writing  to  the 
Director  of  Agriculture  in  advance   of  the   shipment   in  order  that  the 
conditions   of  entry  may  be   ascertained  and,   where  necessary,    transmitted 
to   the   shipper. 

Art.    8.     Pertains   to   the   form   in  which  permits  are   issued. 


Phytosanitary  Certificates  May  Be  Prescribed 

Art,    9.     Health  certificates   required  from  government   agricultural 
authorities  to   accompany  imports  by  any  per/rat   issued  under  these 
regulations   shall  so  far  as  practicable  be    in  the   form  set   out  hereafter, 
or   in  a  form  accepted  by  the   Director  of  Agriculture  as  being 
substantially  to    the   like   effect.
